Wh ile th is lesson on th e stew­ 
ard sh ip of life su cceed s th at on 
th e steward sh ip of money , it 
sh ou ld really be first, becau se if 
th e life is righ t in its elemental 
motiv es and pu rposes all else 
sh ou ld follow. A man wh o h as 
consecrated h is life to a h igh or 
h oly cau se will not be fou nd 
wanting in th e consecration of 
h is possessions. 
Bu t it means a great d eal to 
consecrate one’s life to a cau se 
— more th an most of u s realize. 
We are all born into certain en­ 
v ironments, and with many of 
u s th ese env ironments d eter­ 
mine at least th e ou tward cir­ 
cu mstances of ou r liv es. We are 
th rown into a particu lar way of 
liv ing or into a particu lar bu si­ 
ness, and th e th ou gh t of life 
’ apart from th at way or th at 


particu lar position is fu ll of ad ­ 
v entu rou s, if not of d isru pting, 
circu mstances. 
In some, th e spirit of ad v en­ 
tu re lies d eep. Th e th ings th at 
bind th em to th e ord inary rou ­ 
tine of life and th e relation­ 
sh ips of family and commu nity 
are sligh t, or th ey are ev en 
bond s th at ch afe and th at are 
qu ickly and ru d ely broken.

It is interesting to stu d y th e 
ty pes of people wh o h eard th e 
call and followed Jesu s. It was 
a v ery ex acting call. It is tru e 
th at He su ggested to some wh o 
wou ld » follow Him th at th ey 
ou gh t to go and attend to th e 
d u ties at h ome, bu t th ose wh om 
He welcomed into th e inner cir­ 
cle of d isciplesh ip were as d efi­ 
nitely taken ou t of th eir ord in­ 
ary env ironment. 
Wh en th e d isciple said , “We 
h av e left all and followed th ee,” 
h e 
was speaking 
th e 
literal 
tru th , for it was noth ing less 
th an th is th at Jesu s h ad com­ 
mand ed . 
Th e interesting th ing is th at 


among th ese d isciples we find , 
apparently , both ty pes of peo­ 
ple — both th e ad v entu rou s spir­ 
its, ambitiou s and read y for 
any th ing, and th e q u ieter, gu ile­ 
less sou ls wh ose renou ncement 
of ev ery th ing to follow Jesu s 
m eant an intense wrench in 
th eir liv es, someth ing th at th ey 
cou ld only h av e accepted after 
th e most conscientiou s th ou gh t. 
Religion need s both ty pes to­ 
d ay , and Ch ristian consecration 
in its u ltimate natu re and its 
effect means mu ch th e same for 
both . Th e significance of Jesu s 
is to open u p for all a world of 
new v ision, of new v isions th at 
are to be realized eith er in th e 
rou tine of one’s d aily life or 
work, or in th e inspiring ch al­ 
lenge of h ard tasks.

Th e fish ermen wh om Jesu s 
called to leav e th eir nets and 
become fish ers of men were ac­ 
cepting h ard tasks in lowly life. 
Pau l called to be a world mis­ 
sionary was accepting an ad v en­ 
tu rou s and v ery d angerou s ca­ 
reer— a career th e cou rse of 


which was literally shaped by 
the persecutions that assailed 
him. 
But the discipleship Was in 
both cases the same, and the in­ 
spiration and streng th were de­ 
riv ed from the same source — 
loy alty to the Master and the 
consciousness of the Master’s 
presence and help. 
If we could all come face to 
face with J esus as these early 
disciples came, if we could feel 
the charm and inspiration of His 
presence, perhaps the consecra­ 
tion that is difficult would be 
easier, perhaps we would re­ 
spond eag erly and quickly like 
Peter and J ames and J ohn, per­ 
haps we would respond to the 
v ision like Paul, or we mig ht 
turn away sorrowful, thinking 
of our possessions and of the 
thing s, g reat or small, that we 
should find it so hard to aban­ 
don.

The beer issue has been put to a vote before the 
presen t Con gress on two differen t occasion s 
durin g the past y ear an d has emphatically been 
voted down just as man y times. There is n o 
reason to believe that such will n ot be the case 
if it is brought up again , except the fact th at 
the wet elemen t declares the recen t Democratic 
lan dslide as overwhelmin g proof that America 
wan ts a chan ge in the Volstead law, sin ce that 
party was emphatic in its stan d for a chan ge in 
the Volstead law, an d th at the in cumben t mem- 


bers of Con gress will govern their votin g ac­ 
cordin gly , should the issue be put to vote again . 
If modification is rejected in the presen t Con ­ 
gress, or if the issue fails to come up at all dur­ 
in g this term, then the question must go un ­ 
solved un til the in comin g Con gress goes in to 
session almost a y ear from n ow which will de­ 
lay the drin kin g of beer con siderably , even if it 
is hurriedly made legal as has been promised 
by the adopted policies of the majority party at 
th at time. 
Of course we must con sider opposition even 
then as the represen tation of the dry south an d 
other dry section s of the coun try must be reck­ 
on ed with.
